M. La Follette won in the North Dakota 
presidential preference primaries today. Col. 
Roosevelt was second. President Taft made 
hardly any showing. 4 

Late Tonight Frank Talcott, chairman of 
the Republican state committee, and John 
F. Bass of Chicago, manager of the Roosevelt 
campaign in this state, notified Senator Jo- 
seph M. Dixon at Washington that in their 
opinion La Follette had carried the state. 

Neither made a prediction as to La Fol- 
lette’s plurality, but conceded that Col. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt had been defeated 

This decision was reached by the Roose- 
velt managers after nearly complete returns 
had been received from eighteen of the 
forty-nine counties In the state. Going over 
the figures from these eighteen counties the 
Roosevelt men conceded ten of them to La 
Follette outright, listed twe others as about 
even, and claimed six counties for their can- 
didate. : 


Roosevelt Men Give Up. 

With these figures as a basis. it was de- 
cided that there were not grough Rooseveit 
votes on the western slope to balance the 
heavy poll for La Follette in the eastern 
portion of the state. 

Leaders of the La Follette movement sent 
a telegram to Senator La Follette aboard a 
train on his way from North Dakota to 
Washington, stating that he had won the 
preference primaries by from 15,000 to 20,000 
votes 

Roosevelt Manager Bass in a statement 
tonight sald: 

Our reports indicate that practically all 
the Democrats nave voted for La Follette, 


and this has run up the early returns for him 


in the eastern and valley sections of thé 
state.

ATTACKED BY FIRE 


Buildings at 59 and 63 East 
Lake Street Are Partly De- 
stroyed by an arly 
Morning Blaze. 


ENDANGERS THE L' ROAD. 


Explosions at First Drive Fire- 
men Back, but They Fight 
the Flames from the 
Roofs. 


Fire after 1 o'clock this morning partly de- 
stroyed buildings at 63 and 59 Bast Lake 
street and threatened a block of old struc- 
tures between State street and Wabash ave- 
‘nue, in the heart of the tea and coffee dis- 
trict. The lose was estimated to reach at 


least $75,000. 

The flames started on the fourth or fifth 
floor of the five story building at 68 East 
Lake street, in the quarters of George E. 
Lewis & Co., tea merchants. 

Firemen, under the personal direction of 
Chief Seyferlich, considered the blaze dan- 
gerous and played streams from the roofs of 
adjoining buildings, as well as the front 
and rear. 


Special Calls Sent In. 

Special calls were sent in for five engines, 
supplementing a 4-llalarm Elevated train 
service was temporarily impaired and im- 
periled. 

Members of insurance’ patfol No. 8 were 
driven out of the third floor by smoke after 
they had partly covered up the goods there 
and members of engine company No. 82 and 
truck company No. 9, While fighting the 
flames from the front of the fourth floor. 
were forced to abandon their position be- 
cause of the flames and smoke. 


Flames Reach Second Building. 

After an hour's fighting the flames sti 
were beyond control and spread to 50 East 
Lake, occupied by a number of firms, among 
‘them Berry Bros., dealers in vernishes. The 
fire ate its way across the roof and first sunk 
down into the top floor, occupied by the War- 
ren Léather Goods company. H. O. Wilbur 
Sons, makers of cocoa, also have quarters in 
this building and suffered losses, although 
the firemen seemed to have the flames under 
control at 2 o’¢lock. before the second build- 
ing had been destroyed. 

When firemen first reached the building 
there were two slight explosions on the 
fourth floor. 


Fight Fire from Roofs. 

A number of large buildings in the vicinity 
were endangered for a time by sparks car- 
ried by the wind, but firemen by climbing to 
the roofs prevented the falling embers from 
setting them ablaze. 

The building occupied by the firm of Truax, 
Greene & Co., surgical instruments, a seven 
story structure on Wabash avenue, was one 
of the places threatened for a time. 

The cause of the fire could not be learned 
by firemen and an investigation may be made 
into its origin. 

Among the occupants of the building at 63 
East Lake streets was the Illinois Meta! 
Ceiling and Supply company, whose stock 
was partly destroyed. 


GRAND JURY INDICTS HANISH;

More indictments, it was stated. are to follow. 
Some of these, it was said, will hit Hanish's 
followers, Who are accused of perjury to 
shield the master. 

Both indictments of Hanish are based upon 
the book, Inner Studies, which was seized 
in the recent raid on the sun worshipper's 
temple on the south side. 

The grand jury resumed its investigations 
as soon as the true bills were returned. It is 
understood it Is considering the whole of the 
cult leader’s past history, and that this 
embraces the circumstances of the deaths 
of at least nine of Hanish’s followers. Death 
by suicide, insanity, or the destruction of 
their closest family ties has been the fate of 
a number of persons who have followed 
Hanish’s teaching.

BEVERIDGE TELLS 
WHY THE NATION 
NEEDS ROOSEVELT 


At Chicago’s Opening Rally 
Asserts Colonel Is Man to 
Uphold ‘People’s Power.“ 


‘STRONGEST OF THE STRONG’ 


Crowd Which Fills Auditorium Cheers 
as Deeds of Ex-President 
Are Recounted. 


SAYS TAFT HAS NO CLAIM ON PASTY 


Albert J. Beveridge, former United States 
senator from Indiana, opened the midwest- 
ern campaign for the nomination of Theodore 
Roosevelt for president at the Auditorium 
theater. 

It was a crowd which filled every seat in 
the big building except a few rows in the 
upper galleries. It was a Roosevelt crowd 
which was pulled to its feet with enthusiasm 
by Mr. Beveridge, who made a speech, cher- 
acterized by men who knew him, as one of 
the notable addresses of his career. 

Mr. Beveridge arraigned President Taft as 
a Republican who had failed to make good 
on the pledges of the Republican platform 
upon which he was elected. To this the 
crowd roared approval. He held that the 
business of the nation and the welfare of the 
people demand the divorce of the tariff and 
thé regulation of big business be separated 
from partisan politics. This, he said, was a 
fundamental! in the Roosevelt policies, in the 
development of which President Taft had 
failed.

Crowd Cheers for Colonel. 

Pointing to the record of Col. Roosevelt. 
Mr. Beveridge brought cheer after cheer 
and repeated waves of applause from the 
audience as he stipulated the achievements 
which he said had made of Roosevelt the 
greatest figure now before the world. 

Every once in awhile individuais from the 
crowded boxes, from the parquet, and from 
the tlers of seats which banked the stage, 
shot questions at Mr. Beveridge. Invariably 
he came back with a sharp retort which set 
the flags waving and the people cheering. 

A mighty yell of approval went to the 
girders when Mr. Beveridge answered the 
question about Roosevelt having to run on 
Taft's record. 

Will Run on Own Record. 

“We can't run him on Taft's record and 
we don't want to,” he asserted. “ We will 
nominate Theodore Roosevelt on his own 
record and we will elect him.” The demon- 
stration which followed was of the propor- 
tions of a national convention scene: 

“How about La Follette?’ came a ques 
tion from one of the boxes.

Why should 
not the people have the étrongest men they 
can find to care for their interests?

Cites Taft Appointment. 


“Mr. Taft appointed a New York corpera- 
tion lawyer as attorney general How have 
these suits against the oll and tobacco trusts, 
brought by ‘Roosevelt, been disposed of by 
Wickersham? Both trusts still go on doing 
business in the same old way. They still 
can raise prices as they like and already 
have done so. They still can issue watered 
stock as they choose and already have 
done so. 

And they now can do both under a decree 
ef our federal court which Wickersham rec- 
ommended and to which these trusts eagerly 
agreed. What good does it do the ordinary 
citizen to read about a lawsuit against the 
oll trust in the morning and find the price 
of his oil raised before night? What good 
does it do the workingman who smokes a 
pipe to be told that the tobacco trust has 
been ‘dissolved’ and yet be forced to pay 
the same or even higher prices for the same 
short weight package of tobacco? 


No Wrong Is Righted. 

* So not one wrong has been righted which 
these trusts had practiced, These robber 
barons of business have been licensed in- 
stead of being regulated. And the whole 
oligarchy of criminal capital know that they 
can get the same thing done—for must not 
the courts follow this precedent? But worst 
of all, the hands of honest business men 
have been tied by the impossibility of know- 
ing what they Jawfully can do until a federal 
court tells them in each particular transac- 
tion. 

The speaker then savecated a genuine, 
permanent, nonpartisan tariff commission 
armed by the law with full power to get 
tariff facts with which congress will be 
forced to make just laws. ‘ 

The present tariff board, he asserted, had 
not as much legal standing as a scrubwoman 
in any government building. It is a tariff 
board, he insisted, not so named by law but 
80 called by the president. 


Points to Colonel’s Achievements. 

Speaking of the achievements of Roosevelt. 
he said:

in the lurch by Roosevelt—no, he not 
fought with us but he Jed us in the fight. 
Does any person doubt that had he been 
president when the tariff finally came up for 
revision under our party’s solemn pledge 
Theodore Roosevelt would have fought and 
kept on fighting until thet pledge was made 
good? Does anybody doubt that if he had 
been president then the tariff would have 
been revised so justly that we now would 
have tariff peace?

ROOSEVELT ASKS 
PROOF FROM TAFT 


Wonders Why the President’s 


Supporters Oppose Safe- 
guarded” Primaries, 


CITES ATTACKS ON BILIS. 


Attempts of Legislators to Allow 
Preferential Votes Balked 
by Officials. 


New York, March 19.—If President Taft. as 
he declared in his speech yesterday in Bos- 
ton, favors a presidential primary, ‘' if prop- 
erly safeguarded,’’ why does he not request 
his campaign manager and other supporters 
to cease their opposition to the passage of 
bills providing for such primaries? 

Col. Theodore Roosevelt wants to know. 

In a statement issued today, discussing 
the president's speech in Boston, Col. Roose- 
veh says: 

President Taft is reported as saying at 
Boston yesterday that the voluntary primary 
power—as he calls it, the soap box primary, 
that is, a method adopted by the people as the 
only way in which to express their wishes 
when their legislatures deny them any other 
opportunity to do so—is worse than nothing. 
But the president continued to say thet he 
favored a preferential primary for the presi- 
dency. 

“Iam exceedingly glad that the president 
has taken this ground, and if his campaign 
managers will sincerely back him in the prop- 
osition we will be able at once to get the 
presidential preference primary in Michigan, 
Illinois, Maryland, the District of Columbia, 
and New York. 


Referred to chaten Manager. 

„On March 5 Matthew Hale of Boston, 
acting on behalf of the Massachusetts pro- 
gressive Republicans, who were making a 
desperate fight for the passage of the presi- 
dential preference primary bill, wired the 
president at the White House asking him for 
his moral support in securing the passage 
of the Massachusetts bill. Mr. Hale referred 
specifically to thé fact that the president's 
adherents in Massachusetts were using every 
means to defeat the passage of the bill. On 
March 6 the president's secretary, Mr. Hilles, 
‘wrote Mr. Hale a brief note saying that his 
message had been received and, by direction 
of Mr. Taft, referred to his campaign man- 
ager, Congressman McKinley (who at the 
time was doing all he could to defeat a similar 
measure in IIIInois). 
Nothing further was heard from the 
president or from his campaign manager, Mr. 
McKinley, by Mr. Hale, or by any one else 
in Massachusetts as far as I know; and no 
moral aid, comfort, or support was given by 
the president or his managers to the men in 
Massachusetts, who were making a most 
desperate fight to overcome the efforts of the 
president’s supporters in that state to defeat 


the bill. 
Glad Taft Welcomes It. 


„However, public opinion was, aroused, 
and the bill went through, and I am exceed- 
ingly glad that the president—now nearly a 
week after the bill has become a law—should 
say, as he does, that he favors it and wel- 
comes it. 

But I earnestly hope that the president 
and his supporters will in other states sup- 
port such legislation before it passes, and 
not after it passes. 

“There is pending in the legislature of 
Maryland a bill providing for the exact kind 
of legally safeguarded presidential prefer- 
ential primary which the president says he 
favors. The collector of customs at Balti- 
more, the most active of the president's party 
managers of Maryland and the head of the 
office holders there, has been opposing the 
enactment of the measure by every means in 
his power. Evgry Roosevelt member of the 
Maryland legislature is for the primary bill, 
and they have been endeavoring to secure the 
assistance of Collector Stone and Gov. Golds- 
borough and the other supporters of Presi- 


dent Taft. 
Cites Result in Michigan. 


„ An almost similar situation exists in 
Michigan. There the legislature was called 
in special session by Gov. Osborn to enact a 
presidential preferential primary law. The 
gentlemen in that state who are leading the 
movement for Mr. Taft's nomination have 
opposed the bill by all the means in their 
power. It was finally passed despite that 
opposition, but it lacked in the senate the 
necessary two-thirds vote to make it imme- 
diately effective; the supporters of the presi- 
dent making a desperate opposition and hold- 
ing more than a third of the legislature. , 
„Gov. Osborn has now called the legisla- 
ture to reconvene on March 20. If the view 
that the president takes of the law that has 
been passed in Massachusetts is taken by | 
his supporters in Michigan, earnestly and in 
good faith, there will be no difficulty in 
immediately securing the presidential pref- 
erence primary in Michigan. 


Suggestion Refused in Ohio. 
“ The situation in Ohio is not far different. 
Last week State Chairman Walter F. Brown 
submitted to Mr. Laylin, manager of the 
president's campaign in Ohio, a proposition 
that the state convention which will elect 
the six delegates at large from Ohio, should

In Oklahoma a convention in one district 
was held very early, and elected two dele- 
gated för the president. Then a primary 
for the state convention was held and that 
identical district gave a two to one vote 
against the president. This was 4 genuine 
primary. I do not know whether its op- 
ponents have called a soap box primary or 
not. In this case the only ‘tyranny exer- 
cised by the majority was to express their 
preference for president, and they were de- 
frauded out of this preference at the previous 
convention.

Washington, D. C., March 19.—[Special.]— 
For the purpose of strengthening the candi- 
dacy of Gov, Woodrow Wilson of New Jer- 
sey for the Democratic nomination for presi- 
dent, his headquarters tonight sent out a 
statement in which they urge that Dr. Har- 
vey W. Wiley, the pure food champion, be 
selected as the vice presidential candidate. 
Representative Albert S, Burleson of Tex- 
as, chairman of the Democratic house cau- 
cus, is given credit for fathering this propo- 
sition. Representative William Hughes of 
New Jersey, acting as friend of Gov. Wilson, 
is quoted as approving the proposition. 


Declares It Winning Ticket. 

This is what the Texas congressman said: - 

‘Wilson and Wiley is the winning ticket. 
It represents pure Democracy and pure food. 
It would bring together New Jersey and 
Indiana on the ticket, and that is undeniably 
a good combinaticn with which the Democ- 
racy can go to the country this fall. 

“The Indiana Democrats say they want 
representation on the Democratic presiden- 
tial ticket this year, and the state conven- 
tion that assembles.in that state tomorrow 
could not do a wiser thing than to indorse 
that distinguished Hoosier, Dr. H. W. Wiley, 
as the right man to be Gov. Wilson's running 
mate.

Taft Showing Flash in Pan.

Boston, Mass., March 19.— All that the 
administration wants is a square deal, said 
President Taft, speaking today from the 
steps of the statehouse at Concord, N. H., 
near the close of his two days’ New England 
visit. 

“ Progressive is that progressive does,” 
was one epigram the president gave his hear- 
ers. He also gave a concise outline of his 
idea of the adoption of the principle of the 
recall of judges and of decisions. 

This question of a change in the judiciary 
of this country means, he said, that we 
may recall judges that we do not like, if they 
happen to decide against us; or if they happen 
to decide a question one way we may submit 
it to popular election to decide whether the 
court decided right or not. I am in favor of 
the people, but I do not think the people are 
charged with the knowledge of the law as is 
the Supreme court of New Jersey or as the 
Supreme court of the United States. 


Must Keep Judges Independent. 
I believe in popular government, but I be- 
lieve in popular government ordered by con- 
stitution and bylaw. You give up an inde- 
pendent judiciary, and you might as well 
give up your constitution. I know enough 
about the common sense of the American 
people to know that they never will give up 
the constitution, and they are not going to 
be honeyfogle out of it by being told that 
they are fit to interpret nice questions of con- 
stitutional law just as well or better than 
judges. The American people are a great 


people because they can stand having the 
truth told to them about themselves with- 
out getting mad about it and without turn-

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CHURCH HELPS THE JOBLESS 


Second United Presbyterian Work- 


ers Get Work for Many. 


Pastor Hopes to Build Lodging House 
and Kitchen in Englewood. 


“A dozen churches occupy conspicuous 
corners in Englewod, but not a door was 
open this winter to the man tramping the 
streets,” said the Rev. Paul H. McClanahan, 
pastor of the Second United Presbyterian 
church at Sixty-fifth street and Parnell} ave- 
nue, “and it grieves me to confess that my 
church was one of those jealously guarded 
sanctums. 

A Adent a month ago I read in THE Turn- 
vnn an article pointing to the serious pre- 


} dleament facing the city with at least a 
hundred thousand unemployed starving in 


the streets, and I then decided.that in Engle- 
wood we would for once make an attempt 
to help those who with slight encourage- 
ment could help themagives. To my congre- 
gation I suggested that we should opena free 
employment bureau, and while I had expect- 
ed that my flock would contribute enough 
to pay the rent of a small store for a month 
or s0, the suggestion seemed to them so 
commendable that the same Sunday I had a 
fund of $104. 


Tells of Success of Agency. 

“The bureau hae been in operation now 
for about ten days at 700 West Sixty-third 
street, and although we were hampered by 
slow work of the telephone company in giv- 
ing us our connection, we already have placed 
thirty persons, about twenty men and ten 
women. We meet with gratifying encour- 
agement from the employers on the south 
side, the young men of our church are scout- 
ing for vacancies, and our women volunteer 
at investigating employers of girls, when 
they report that they want help. 

“J. W. Tamplin, our manager, who while 
a locomotive engineer for the Chicago and 
Northwestern had lost an arm, spends the 
forenoon in soliciting options on work from 
employers. 

When the employment bureau is running 
smoothly I want to add a lodging house and 
kitchen to it, so that nobody can say that in 
Englewood a deserving man even when out 
of luck cannot be modestly accommodated. 
It is my hope that all our churches in Engle- 
wood will unte in carrying out this work in 
codperation.”’ 

Agency Finds Big Duty Before Tt. 

At the agency itself Mr. Tamplin was found 
busily engaged in “fixing up half a dozen 
applicants; an inquiry among these jobless 
men brought out that they appreciated the 
chance to escape the usual employment 
agency. Among the positions already se- 
cured are those of a carpenter, a nurse, a 
stenographer, six housekeepers, and the bal- 
ance salesmen and canvassers. Fora Catho- 
lic was found a permanent $2 a day job on 
the first day that the agencyopened. Anoth- 
er man started on the road selling sewing 
machines; having the good luck to sell one 
the first day that netted him $11 commis- 
sion, he wanted to pay a contribution to the 
bureau to help continue the good work for 
others. 2 

At present the agency cannot yet give its 
time to men who show the effects of drinking 
habits, and it discriminates in favor of those 
who have children. However, the Rev. Ar. 
McClanahan hopes ultimately it will be or- 
ganized like the Christian Industrial league.

CLUBWOMEN BREAK FOOD LAW 


Dr. T. J. Bryant, State Analyst, 
Finds Unwashed Milk Bottles. 


TAKES FACT FOR SERMON. 


Says Such Neglect Means Disease and 
Expense; Chides Lack of Interest. 


The members of the River Forest Woman's 
club left a case of empty end unwashed milk 
bottles outside the Presbypterian church, 
where they held a meeting yesterday. When 
Dr. T. J. Bryant, state analyist for the Illinois 
food commission, the speaker they had in- 
vited, arrived at the church he noticed the 
dirty bottles During his address he said: 

“Even church people and clubwomen do 


not obey pure food laws, particularly the 


one providing for the thorough’ cleaning of 
all milk bottles before they are returned. I 
saw a whole case of dirty bottles outside the 


church when I came in.“ ae 
The clubwomen laughed, The bottle hac 


contained milk and cream for the coffee which 
as filed a year ago, shortly after Mies Mercy 


they were to serve. Se 
“It o not a matter to make light of,” 
chided Dr. Bryant. “It is a good law and 


should be observed by all individuals. 


Would Cut Cost of Living. 

“First of all, it would help to prevent the 
spread of disease. Then we talk about the 
high cost of living, and of milk in particular, 
and let our milk sour in the bottles. Some- 
times the bottles have to be washed three 
times by the milk dealers to get them clean. 
It ig an important factor in the high cost of 
milk.“ 

He told the women to pasteurize their own 
milk. When one member of the club doubted 
the fact that a baby could thrive on milk 
devoid ot life giving ’’ bacteria, Dr. Bryant 
offered to put up his own two children 
against any in River Forest or Oak Park as 
examples of health. 

All the milk they drank was thoroughly 
pasteurized by myself,“ he said. 


Denies Women Influenced Laws, 

Credit for pure food legislation was denied 
the women by Dr. Bryant. 

I have heard it said that the pure food 
movement is a women’s work,” he said. 
When our pure food law was changed in 


1907 not a woman dppeared before a oommit- 


tee of the legislature in behalf of the law. 
So far as I know, not a woman spoke to a 
member of the legislature in favor of it. 
There were any number asking suffrage and 
various labor laws; there have been few in- 
terested in pushing the pure food move- 
ment.“ 

Dr. Bryant said that the efficiency of the 
food, commission in Illinois would be greatly 
increased by the work of the state bacteriol- 
ogiat recently appointed.

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SLANDER SUIT STIRS COLLEGE 


Miss Esther Mercy Wants $100,- 
000 from Miss Talbot, Dean. 


SAYS SHE WAS DEFAMED. 


Charges She Was Accused of Immoral- 
ity and Kept Out of Northwestern. 


Students and members of the faculty of the 
University of Chicago crowded into Judge 
Pomeroy’s court yesterday afternoon to hear 
the beginning of the $100,000 slander suit 
brought by Miss Esther Mercy, a former stu- 
dent, against Miss Marion Talbot, dean of 
women at the university. The capacity of 
the ceurtroom was tazed until there was 
standing room only. The aisles were lined 
with spectators, and every available seat in 
the forum was taken. A number of women 
were among the visitors. , 

Miss ‘Merey brought the suit for defama- 
tion of character on the grounds that the 
university had persecuted her, driven her 

m its doors, and that Miss Talbot had 
accused her of being an immoral woman and 
an unfit person for the institution. The suit 


had been expelled from the university. She 
first entered the college in 1906, remaining 
only that year, and returning in 1910. During 
the interim she was a teacher in the public 
schools of Chicago. 


Brother Tells of Dean’s Accusations. 

Henry Mercy, brother of the plaintiff, was 
the only witness to take the stand in the 
afternoon. He testified that he was present 
at a conversation between Dean Talbot and 
his sister in January, 1911. 

“What was said on that occasion?” asked 
Attorney Everett Jennings, counsel for Miss 
Mercy. 

„Dean Talbot said they had a communica- 
tion from the board of education of Chicago 
in which she said it was stated that my sister 
nad taught in six schools within a year and 
that she had been kicked out of the school 
system,” the witness answered. 

What else was said ?’’ 

„ Dean Talbot said that my sister was an 
immoral woman and unfit for the univer- 
3 contained in the bill say that 
Miss Mercy was accused of owing debts and 
that members of the faculty declared they 
were continually harassed by collectors hunt- 
ing for the young woman. 


Bill Recites Faculty Criticisms. 

The pill. recites that Dean Talbot said: 

„W. do not care to have a student of that 
character in the university. Why are you not 
paying your debts instead of going to the 
university? What are your relations to your 
fancé? You see we have been looking you 
up pretty thoroughly. Where sre you gét- 
ting money to buy expensive clothes? What 
do you mean by accepting a hat from your 
fiancé? We don't consider you any more 
than a woman of the streets“ 

Attorney Francis Walker, counsel for Mise 
Talbot, said in his opening argument, that 
the flancé of Miss Mercy had given her a 
hat that cost $250. 

Miss Mercy asserts thet she is still under 
espionage of the college authorities and that 
they have hindered her from getting em- 
ployment. She says Northwestern univer- 
sity would not enroll her as a student be- 
cause President Judson of the University of 


Chicago stated that her truthfulness has 


been seriously called into question.“

IN FLOOD DANGER 


Desplaines River and Salt 
Creek, Swollen by Thaw, : 
Inundate Lowlands. 


WATER AROUND HOUSES. 


Brookfield and Maywood Threat- 
ened; Frozen Sewer Inlets Turn 
City Streets Into Lakes. 


Residents along the Desplaines river and 
Salt creek, west of Chicago, are expressing 
fear that their homes will be inundated. The 


streams are the highest they have been in 
seven years; and the thaw has just set in. 


Already many of the houses “hot built on 
high ground are surrounded by water. Many 
bridges over the Desplaines are in danger of 
being carried away when the ice goes out. 
With the ice the thickest it has been in many 
years and the water the highest, the bridges 
will be forced to an unusual test. 

Opposite Riverside the water extends far 
Into the woods on the west side of the stream. 
The buildings in Riverside are on high ground 
on the east side of the Desplaines. Bulldings 
on the other side of the stream are not 30 
fortunate: 
water Las increased about five feet. 
ground is covered... 

Salt Creek Now a 

Salt créék; usually a small stream emptying. 
into the Desplaines river a little below Riv* 
erside, is how a river. 
more than a block wide, and it is hard to 
tell where the original stream ran, Tue 
water line in the woods on either side is high 
upon the trees. All of the underbrush is 
completely covered. 

Brookfiéld, lying near the mouth of the 
stream, is the worst sufferer. Many houses 
along the west side of the creek are flooded, 
and small boys paddle around their back 
yards in boats and tubs. Only the fact that 
the towns along the banks are sparsely set- 
tled prevents great suffering from the flood. 


City’s Streets Miniature Lakes. 
In nearly all residence districts of Chicago 
the work of the thaw is evident. Streets are 
flooded and gutters overunning upon side- 
walks. This is due to the fact that the long 
cold spell has frozen up the inlets into sew- 
ers and the catchbasins below the street sur- 
faces through which the surface water clears. 
The street cleaning department is swamped 
with orders to open up the sewers and afford 
an outlet for the miniature lakes whi@h in 
many places mark street boundaries. ‘° 
The subject of draining the flooded streets 
was raised at the city council last evening. 
Ald. Jens N. Hyldahl of the Twenty-seventh 
ward presented a resolution authorizing 
Commissioner McGann of the public works 
department to use all available employés in 
his department to uncover the sewer open~ 
ings and dig ditches through the snow block- 
ing them. The street bureau had objected, 
according to the aldermen, to doing this 
work on the ground that it was the work of 
the sewer bureau. His resolution was passed, 
and Commissioner McGann said he would 
issue the necessary orders this morning.

‘Marshall Field & Company 
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Dr. Evans Tells Employers How 
to Boost Labor Efficiency. 


KEEP HEAT LESS THAN 68. 


Comfortable Humidity Also Needed for 
Top Noteh Power, He Says. 


Members of the Chicago Executives’ club, 
an organization of large employers of labor, 
were told yesterday they ought to establish 
good sanitary conditions in their workshops, 
greater efficiency, and greater efficiency 
means larger profits. 

The speaker was Dr. W. A. Dans It 
was thé club's regular weekly luncheon in 
the college room at the Hotel Le Salle. Dr. 
Evans avoided séntiment. He urged better 
shop conditions for workingmen solely on the 
ground that such conditions are in the em- 
ployers’ financia) interest. 

Cites Germany’s Figures. 

Dr. Evans éaid such figures ee are avail- 
able—mostly from Germany—show that the 
average working man “lays off” 8.8 days 
every year because of sickness. Because 
Germany has paid more attention, ag a 
nation, to the senitary conditions of its 
workers, the average of “ daye off” prob- 
ably is higher In this country than there. 

The average of days off,’ said the speak- 
er, rises and falle in direct proportion as san- 
itary conditions improve or degenerate. 

“The temperature of your workshop | 
should be under 68,” said Dr. Dans, and 
the alr should be sufficiently humid to be 
comfortable. It has been shown that where 


full speed for the first hour or two and then 
grow sleepy and ‘logy,’ this condition con- 
tinuing throughout the whole day. 


Shows Loss from Consumption. 

Bad air conditions, said Dr. Evans, lead 
inevitably to the bad air diseases, notable 
among which is consumption. 

Here is how conditions that bring about 
consumption among your workmen cost you 
money,“ said the doctor. “A skilled, high 
priced workman contracta the disease. For 
three months this workman is ipfected and 
no one knows it. His average of efficiency 
falls.down steadily. Yet you continue to pay 
him his full wage. Then comes the period 
when he is compelled to lay off.’ Sometimes 
you pay him in full and, pay for bis substi- 
tute, usually an inferior man. Then comes 
the time when the man is compelled to quit 
work and you are compelled to break a new 
man into his place. All is expensive to you.“

LONDON, March 19.,—After a vareful*in- 
spection of the minimum wage scale bill pre- 
pared by the gov ernment and introd in 
the house ef. commons by Chancellor of sa! 
Exchequer Lloyd-George today, the general, 
opinion of the mem bers was that the measure 
was fatally defective. They decided it would 
merely enable the English minera and opers 
ators to start operations again and not affect 
those in the Welsh and Scottish field. " 

The bill passed its first reading in the 
house of commons tonight. 

The measure contains no penal provision 
to compel its enforcement and does not cem- 
pel the operators to open their mines or com 
pel the miners to go back to work.

Many persons fail with it because they do 
not understand some of its requirements. It is. 
a plant that likes to have ite roots deep in the 
soil, where they will be cool in hot weather, 
Fand on this account shallow planting almost 
always results in failure. It is also a plant that 
likes to get well to growing before’ warm 
weather sets in; hence the necessity ef eur. 
ing it early in the season. 

In order to secure coolness for its reata,. it 1 
advisable. to. awn B on ere ae about sig 
This nsists ng a 
inches rx — now! sowing the Henry 
should. doe ae Bene as soon as the grotnd: * 
working ‘condition in spring. Sow the A 
thickly—not more, than an inch apart Cover 
with about an inch of soil, which should be 
tramped down firmly. When the young plants 
have grown to be about three inches tall draw 
in about them a little of the soil thrown out 
from the trench, and continue to do this until 
the surface is level. In this way we get the 
roots of the plant down deep enough in the 
soll to insure coolness and moisture for them 


during the hot weather season. 
— 


The vines must have good support. Common 
brush guits them better than anything else, but 
it is not an easy thing for the city 1 
get. Some persons wiio can get it object 
to the looks of it. But I would advise the use 
of it if péssible,s and trust to the plants to 
hide its objecflonabie features after a. little. 

A good substitute for brush is coarse meshed 
‘wire netting. 

As soon as the plants begin to bloom, begin 
to cut from them. The more you eut the more 
you will have, for cutting prevents the produc- 
tion of seed, and the plants, in their efforts 
to, perpetuate their kind, will keep on making 
an effort to do this, and the first step in the 
process fs the production of flowers. If care is 
taken to remove the blossoms as soon as they. 
begin to fade, the plants will continue to bloom 
until frost comes; but if seed is allowed to 
ripen, you will have but few flowers during the 
latter part of the season. 

‘Most persons buy packages of seed in which 
‘ail colors are mixed. The result is brilliant, so 
far as a variety of color goes, but it never is 
satisfactory to one who has a keen. eye for 
color harmony, for among plants grown from 
mixed seed there will be many that will not 
harmonize. This is particularly true of the 
reds and blues. Pleasing as they are when 
grown dy themselves, they introduce a dis- 
cordant note into the color scheme as soon as 
given a place among the pinks and renn 
and other delicate colors. 

— 

I would, therefore, always advise purchasing 
seed in which each color is by itself. And I 
would plant each color by itself. But if you 
are fond of a variety of colors, try the pure 
white, the pale pink, the delicate lavender, and 
the soft yellow, and) you will have the utmost 
harmony in the combination and enough con- 
trast to W out each color well. Confine your

Giant Pipe Organ for Zion City. 
What. is considered one of the largest organs 
| in the world is soon to be constructed in Shiloh 


tabernacle at Zion City. Part of the instru- 
ment is now on the way and is expecta to 
arrive.this week. 

There will be seven units.to the organ. Five 
will be grouped immediately behind the pulpit 
and an echo organ will be placed in the gallery 
at the front entrance, 300 feet away. A second 
echo organ will be placed in the prayer room 
at the rear, and this will be used in starting 
the choir in the processional. 

The console will have four manuels and a 
most complet combination of pictons, couplers, 
tablets, and foot pedals. Almost all band and 
orchestral instruments can be imitated and the 
number of complete stops will amount to sev- 
enty, those of the manuel baving seventy-three 
pipes each and the pedal thirty-two, making a 
total of about 5,200 pipes. 

The large unit will be forty feet across, with 
a depth ef twenty feet, and the tallest pipes 
will be twenty-eight feet high. The decorations 
will be plain gold for the pipes and the wood- 
work imitation mahogany. 

Pipe Organist Middelschulte of the Thomas 
orchestra will perform at the dedication of the 
new organ. Dr. Hyland Em Wilson, the present 
Zion City organist, will then take charge.

Tomato and Onion Soup.—Slice two onions 
and fry them in butter or drippings until 
brown. Remove from the pan and heat one 
cup of home canned tomato just enough to 
have it hot through thoroughly, .Adé a carrot 
sliced with some celery seasoning and stew 
gently for half an hour. Add three pints of 
water or stock and simmer for an hour and a 
half. Put through a strainer, season with salt 
and pepper, and if liked a bit of cayenne, and 
serve with little slices of toast. 

Chocolate Cornstarch Pudding.—Scald one 
pint of milk, take two tablespoons of corn- 
starch and two tablespoons of cocoa and dis- 
solve them in cold milk. Add two table- 
spoons of sugar, then add all to scalding milk, 
stirring constantly. Boil four minutes, take 
from fire, add a pinch of salt and flavor with 
vanilla. Pour into four cups which have 
been rinsed in cold water and set to cool.—

HOW TO DECREASE GIRTH. 
HE pouchy abdomen is in bad re- 
pute. It is rightly so, for, as Lyds- 

ton anys: “Given the firm, well 
developed abdominal muscle, it is 
bardiy necessary to examine. the 
rest ‘of the muscalar system. Any set of 
‘exercises which gives good abdominal de- 
velopment: imparts an excellent general 
development. Abdominal protuberance in 
individuals out of condition is more ap- 
parent thgn real, and is due to flapbiness 
of the a ominal walls rather than to in- 
crease of fat or girth.” 


‘Rolling, — . m reduce the 
girth—but there igs a simpler way which 
is better in that it better builds up the 
abdominal muscles.

The abdomen has muscles in front which 
bend the body forward, and others behind 
which bénd it backward. In. addition, 
there are three sets on each side which run 
around from back to front — one set 
straight around, one set diagonally down- 
ward, one set diagonally upward. The 
brain has excellent contro! over these mus- 
cles, ‘therefore, it is not difficult to men- 
tally pick out the muscles of a certain 
part of the abdominal wall and throw 
them into a state of tension. 

t, bend forward slowly and strain- 
485 making the front group outpull 
the back group; then, backward by mak- 
ing the back group outpull the front group. 
This exercises the up and down muscles. 
Next, by holding the breath, fix the dia- 
phragm and then push the intestines hard 
against it by pulling hard on the muscles 
which run around the abdomen straight 
and diagonally. Next, while holding the 
abdomen against.the edge of a table, take 
a deep breath, thus using the diaphragm 
to press the intestines against the abdomi- 
nal walls.

He accompanied Edward I. to the holy 
land, and efterward served under him during 
the wars in Scotland; was appointed joint 
warden of Scotland by his cousin. Edward 
II., and was summoned to parliament as Lord 
Beaumont, baron by writ, in 1808. 

Among other offices hien he held were 
those of lord high constable of England, and 
of justiciar of Scotland. 

In the year. 14% the sixth Lord Beaumont. 
lord high constable and grand chamberlain 
of England, wes advanced by Henry VI. tc 
the rank of Viscount Beaumont, this being 
the first instance of the creation of a vie- 
county in England, 

His son, the seventh baron and the second 
Viscount Beaumont, died without issue. 
While his viscounty, which was a peerage by 
creation, became extinct, his barony, being 
by writ, merely fell into abeyance, among 
the descendants of his only sister, and re- 
mained in abeyance until Queen Victoria con. 
sented to terminate it in favor of Miles 
Thomas Stapleton, as the senior of all the 
heira.
